On Vimy Ridge, that ad- 
vanced point to which Canadians 
carried the standard, they still stand 


like a rock, If the United States had 
answered the great call with the 
promptness and with the proportion 
of its man power with which Canada 
responded, the German armies would 
have been hurled back beyond — the 
Rhine Yong ago. Yes—we take off 
our hats to Canada—From the Bos- 
ton Transcript.

Keeping Milk Sweet 
| Thunder Storms Won't Sour Milk 
That Is Properly Cared For 


There is a widespread belief that 
;thunder sours milk, for testimony is 
|not lacking that after a severe elec- 
| trical storm, milk that should have 
|been sweet is found to have soured. 


It is quite natural that the souring 
should be attributed to the thunder 
but we shall need to look gfsewhere 
|for the cause of this phS%5menon. 
Souring is caused normally by the 
acidity which results from bacterial 
|growth and sterilized milk will not 
sour in a thunder storm. Neither 


| will milk that is kept on ice sour dur- 
ing storms of this kind unless the 
temperature is raised ‘sufficiently to 
favor multiplication of milk-souring 
bacteria where the temperature is 
not regulated by the use of ice.—W. 
H. Feldman, Colorado Agricultural

Foreign Secretary Kicked Out 


London, July 11.—The fall of For- 
eign Secretary von Kuehlmann was 
arranged by German army _ head- 
quarters and is regarded in Germany 
as the introduction of an open pan- 
German regime under the control of 
the military leaders, special dis- 
patches from Holland say. Its des- 
cribed as the biggest of a series of 
pan-German victories and the pan- 
German newspapers do not disguise 
their delight over it. 

Hintze Is Successor 

Reports of the appointment of Ad- 
miral von Hintze as foreign secre- 
tary are accepted as final by the pan- 
German papers which contend that 
this involves no change of policy. 
This contention, however, as well as 
the assurance that von Hintze is not 
a pan-German is false, according to 
the correspondent of the Daily Tele- 
graph. 

Reichstag Excited 


Much excitement was caused in the 
corridors of the reichstag Tuesday 
by a rumor that von Hintze had been 
appointed foreign secretary. After 
the Socialists had informed the presi- 
dent that they were not prepared to 
vote the war credit until they knew 
what foreign policy von Hintze was 
going to pursue, it was agreed as a 
way out of a threatening situation 
which would possibly result from 
the majority Socialists joining the 
minority group in rejecting the war 
credit that the full sitting should be 
adjourned so that the house could 
get into committee for a confiden- 
tial discussion. 

The result of this gathering was 
that the semi-official announcement 
of von Hintze’s appointment took a 
tentative form, saying merely that 
he havi been ‘‘named” as von Kuehl- 
mann's successor. 


Resignation Accepted 


Paris, July 11.—-(Havas Agency)-— 
Decision to accept the resignation of 
Foreign Secretary von Kuehlmann 
was taken Monday at a conference 
at German general headquarters 
which was attended by the emperor, 
Chancellor von Hertling and Admiral 
von Hintze, says a Zurich dispatch to 
the Matin.

BELGIAN ROYAL COUPLE 
TRAVEL IN SEVYARATE 
AIRPLANES TO BRITAIN 
Are Convoyed by Seaplanes and 
Make the Trip from Belgium 
in Fifty Minutes 


London, July 11.—A royal air .es- 
cort of three Belgian  seaplanes 
guarded King Albert and Queen 
Elizabeth on their flight over the 
thannel from Belgium to England 
Saturday morning, on a trip which 
marked the first time in history that 
any ruler has ever made a flight from 
one country to another. The royal 
‘ouple traveted in separate seaplanes, 
rach operated by a Belgian aviator. 
In the British side of the channel the 
xing landed first near a British war- 
thip off Dover. 

The queen descended soon after- 
ward, her seaplane also landing near 
a1 warship. They started from the 
Belgian coast and made the trip to 
England in about 50 minutes. The 
nurpose of their visit to England was 
to atterid the silver anniversary of 
King George and Queen Mary on Sat- 
urday, 

This is the first time since the war 
began that King Albert has visited 
London, and virtually for the first 
time since August, 1914, that he har 
been outside his native land. The 
only time that King Albert has been 
outside of Belgium has been during 
one or two informal trips to France 
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Geneva, July 11.—Admiral von 
Hintze, the successor of Dr. von 
Kuehlmann as foreign secretary, is 
the Krupps’ condidate, according to 
the Gazette of Lausanne, which adds: 

“Dr. von Kuehlmann, perhaps the 
most moderate.and far-seeing Ger- 
man, has been sacrificed to the junk- 
ers. The choice of von Hintze shows 
the strength of the pan-Germanist 
party and justifies the strong atti- 
tude of the allies and the immense 
effort of America.”

the North Sea 


In stormy weather great hard- 
ships have to be borne, “The sea- 
men got very little sleep owing to 
cold.” With these words a captain 
of a submarine concludes his report 
on a cruise in the North Sea, It is 
characteristic of the setvice that he 
should make no reference to the fact 
that while the crew had very little 
sleep he had infinitely less himself. 
The weather had not been good, and 
throughout the six days the cold had 

cen intense. At times ice formed 
on the periscope very quickly and 
obscured vision, so that it had to be 
dipped every five minutes, On the 
surface the thermometer gave no 
reading, although it had a minimum 
of 18 degrees of frost. To receive 
messages by wireless was impossible, 
for the spray froze on the aerial, 
forming a coating of ice two inches 
thick. From time to time it. was 
necessary to dive to remove the ic- 
icles which, over a foot long, de- 
pended from ‘portions of the super- 
structure. The bridge screen froze 
like a board, and only with difficulty 
could be folded, and the ice on the 
coats of the officers and crews . did
